The 48-foot, solid-fuel missile, 
designed to protect the United 
States from a space attack, u as 
I tested for performance at low al­ 
titudes and terrific speeds. The 
strength of the missile was ex­ 
hibited in violent low altitude 
maneuvers. 
Friction on the skin of the Nike 
Zeu*» made it glow red hot. 
Only two stages of the missile 
were tested The Army did not 
disclose performance figures but 
said: 
’This marked the third consec­ 
utive success over the Pacific 
Ocean for the killer missile. The 
shot scored another solid achieve­ 
ment in the Nike Zeus develop­ 
ment program.”

27. Gov. Edmund G. Brown blast­ 
ed the John Birch Society as a 
threat lo the consitutional form of 
governmeni although he defended 
their "right to be foolish" through 
free speech. 
On Nov. 3, the governor spoke 
out again. He was not so specific 
but warned UCLA students against 
extremists who ''argue that our 
country is not a dem uciacy at all. 
but a republic." 
These two attacks on the ultra- 
righi have bruught Brown a del­ 
uge of mail. It's nothing to match 
the overwhelming bundle during 
I he Caryl Chessman case, but it’s 
substantial. 
. 
Jack Burby. tbe governor's press 
secretary, said that it amounts to 
about 100 letters a week—alhough 
it varies. 
The mail comes from all over 
California but most of it is cen­ 
tered in and around Los Angeles. 
Some even comes from out of 
state. 
Some of the leitehs contain a 
slicker that marks the sender *s 
a member of the Birch Society 
It says: 
“ This is a republic!! 
“Not a democracy — 
“ Lei's keep it that w ay.” 
One such letter, Irom Los An­ 
geles, asked the governor: "If the 
Birch Society is conspiratorial, 
isn't it the responsibility of the 
state attorney general to take le­ 
gal aciun against it Have you so 
instructed (Atty. Gen. 
Stanley) 
Mosk?" 
Another from Los Angele* asks 
the governor why he has not o r-; 
derevl public investigation of the 
society "as its founder challenged 
you and Attorney General Mosk 
to do." 
A woman from Whittier, who 
said she recently had joined the 
Birch Society, was very dramatic 
about her membership. 
"If we ever fall under commun­ 
ist rule and I'm being lined up 
to be shot." she said in her letter 
to Brown. “ I'll know in my own 
mind that 1 didn't help sell my 
beloved America down the river.” 
A woman from Anaheim appar­ 
ently was not surprised at the re­ 
cent criticism of the Birch Society. 
She said that at a m eeting of top 
government officials in Russia in 
1960 instructions were given for 
the com plete destruction of all 
anti-communist organizations dur­ 
ing 1961. She charged Brown with 
doing "m ore than your share." 
A birchcr in New York took a 


direct approach that he obviously 
hoped would discourage Brown 
from his attacks against extrem­ 
ists. 
“ Mv relatives and friends ¡n 
California will very definí ely re­ 
sent what you have to say about 
a group of people who are fighting 
to protect what this generation 
has created." he said. 
A man in Escondido also threat­ 
ened to vole against Brown. He 
said that he voted for Brown at 
the last election but after his 
bias at the Birch Society ‘‘I’ve 
changed my mind about you.” 
From Buena Park came a let­ 
ter asking Brown if being against 
extremists "puts you in the posi­ 
tion of being for communists. Is 
that corree'?” 
But after Atty. Gen. Stanley 1 


Mosk had said extrem ists were 
ju s a bunch of little old ladies in 
tennis shoes, a man from Wood* 
land Hills dashed off this note: 
"What on earth are those 'little 
old ladies in tennis shoes' up to?"

T hat, of course, is not the w ay the prop­ 
osition is worded on the ballot, bu t in es­ 
sence, that is w hat you will he approving or 
rejecting when you stamp your X on the pap- 
m you are handed by an election official 
W ith only a simple majority needed to. 
decide the issue, success of the redistricting 
measure seems assured Twice in the past 
R has been before the electorate and each 
time received a majority. But a state law, 
adopted at the request of an earlier city 
eouncil which did not look with favor on 
a change In district lines, defeated it both 
times. T hat law called for a three-fourths 
favorable vote and backers of redistricting 
could not quite attain that figure. 
The law has now been changed by the 
state legislature and even if the proponenti 
of the measure win by only one vote, the 
districts vdiich w ere shaped in 193$, will be 
changed. Because these original districts b e­ 
came widely out of line with die mushroom­ 
ing growth of the city and annexations which 
doubled the size of Palm Springs, representa­ 


tion on the city council also are far out of 
line. One councilman who speaks for about 
five per cent of die city's population had 
as much voice as another wlio speaks for 


42 per cent 
If the city Intends to remain one of 
seven in the state sticking to the outmoded 
ward system instead of joining the almost 
400 w hich elect their councilmen at large, 
redistricting is probably indicated. But it 
will not solve much because of the unpre­ 
dictable, explosive growth of,Palm Springs 
— which appears certain to be > continuing 
process. 
Elections-at-large right nof are out of 
the picture. You can w rite in names in an 
election of candidates for office but you 
cannot write in on' propositions. The plan 
for an elections-at-large write-in campaign, 
therefore, was dead before it could get start­ 
ed. 
An initiative petition for elections-at- 
large could probably force the issue into 
the open. The city council refused to place 
that proposal on the ballot when three mem­ 
bers whose districts were far smaller, voted 
down two members whose constituency great­ 
ly outnumbered theirs. 
But such an election, if called, could 
not have any effect on council membership 
until 1964 at the best. 
So, tomorrow do your duty as a citizen 
and vote.

as extrem ist conservative thought. 
Most significant to all conserva­ 
tives is the conclusion of the au 
thors that conservatives generally 
now are saisfied that they have 
been proven right in most or all 
of their policy contentions in re­ 
cent years.

“ No longer can it be said that 
right wingers are crackpots. The 
John Birch Society chapters in­ 
clude respectable community lead­ 
ers and solid citizens who feel 
that that basic doctrines if not 
the fringe issues of the right wing 
coincide with their own. 
“Ten years ago, liberals, moder- 
aes 
and 
uncommitted 
citizens 
could, and did. scoff at the right 
wing as a fringe group concerned 
in a crazy manner with minor 
issues. What they failed to under­ 
stand. and what this report tries 
to clarify, is the fact that in 
basic terms the right wing held 
the same beliefs as did moderate 
conservatives of both major par­ 
ties. They differed in their con­ 
cern with fringe issues in their 
manner of speaking, their sense 
of fair play.” 
The foregoing paragraphs read 
like a description of a time bomb 
planted inside U. S. politics. Local 
and national.
